OLD SAW MILL 
BURNED DOWN 


Brainerd Lumber Company’s Old 


Building Destroyed Early 


Sunday Morning 


THE 
CAUSE 
IS 
UNKNOWN 


Company Kept no Watchman at 


the Mill and it w as all Ablaze 


When Discovered 


The old Brainerd Lumber company's 
saw mill was totally destroyed by fire 
Saturday night. 
Tho machinery had 
been largely removed from the building 
and there had been no watchman kept 
there this winter. 
T here is no clue to 
the cause of the fire. 
The flames were 
discoverd about three o'clock in the 
morning and were then shooting sky­ 
ward and illuminating that entire part of 
the city. The plant is entirely out of 
reach of any fire protection since the 
company’s system was removed last fall 
and thoro was nothing to do but to 
stand and watch it burn. 
It is not even positively known here 
who owned the building and contents 
si mo saying that they still belonged to 
the Brainerd Lumber company, others 
th at they had been sold to the Shevlin- 
Mathews company, which removed the 
most of the machinery to Baudette. 
Still others believe that the building 
had been sold to an Iowa firm which 
was to wreck the building for the lum­ 
ber contained. There is about as wide a 
discrepancy of opinion as to the finan­ 
cial loss, some placing it as high as $10,- 
000. 
It is not believed, however, by 
some of those who are in a position to 
know that any such an amount of prop­ 
erty would have been left without a 
watchman. 
Some place the loss as low 
as $1,500. There wa:- no insurance upon 
the building, it is stated. 
The most of 
the machinery was removed, but there 
were two sets of gang saws which are 
said to have been good. 
The mill and a portion of the ma­ 
chinery were moved to Brainerd from 
Gull River about twelve years ago aud 
tilt* mill was operated by the company 
for a little1 over ten years, but has not 
been run the lust two seasons.

Let us not linger too long. 
Let us not 
wait until kind providence sends his 
four winds of heaven to drive the del ris 
into the corners of buildings and be­ 
tween outhouses

danger of tire. 
While I am writing about the needs 
of the city, as far as cleaning up is con­ 
cerned, it would also be w’ell to dwell on 
another 
subject which

walk question.
